I appear before you to-day, lor the purpose, 
first, of repelling certain accusations which have 
been made againgt me personally, and industrious- 
ly disseminated over other States j and next, to 
show that the principles upon which I stand, are 
the principles of the Constitution and the Union; 
[great applause,] and surely, if at any time a 
justification could be found by any man for ad

But, fellow-citizens, before 1 come to those 
topics, I desire to make a brief but comprehen- 
sive statement in regard to my position in con- 
nection with the Presidency of the United 
States. I have been charged with a premature 
ambition; I have been charged with intriguing 
for this nomination; I have been charged with 
leaping before the wishes of the people, and de- 
siring to thrust myself before them for the high- 
est otlice in their gift. To all this I answer that 
it is wholly untrue. I have written to nobody 
for their support. I have conversed with nobody 
soliciting support. I have intrigued with nobody; 
I have promised nobody. 

To these statements "I challenge contradiction 
from any human being. (Cheers. A voice — 
"That's so, John C."] Nay, more, I did no seek 
or desire to be placed before the people, for the 
office of President by any Convention or any 
part of any Convention. When I returned to 
the State of Kentucky in the spring of 185!), and 
was informed that some partial friends w ere pre- 
senting my name to the public in that connec- 
tion, and certain editors, whose presence I see 
here, had hoisted rav name for the Presidency, I 
said to them all: "Friends, I am not in any sense 
a candidate for the Presidency," and I di -sired 
that my name might be taken from the head of 
theircolumns. Itwasdonc. A very eminent citizen 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky was prcseuted 
by his friends for that ollicc; I was gratilied to see 
it, and united cordially in presenting him for the 
suffrage of the American people. At no time, 
in or out of the Stale of Kentucky, did I do an 
act or utter a word which would bring my name 
in conflict with his, or that of any other eminent 
American citizen who desired, or w hose friends 
desired for him that position; and if you have 
token the trouble to read the proceedings of the 
Charleston Convention, you w ill remember when 
1 received the voteof Arkansas, oue of my friends 
arose and requested that the vote might not be 
withdrawn, declaring that I would not allow the 
use of my name in competition with that of the 
distinguished Kentuckian to whom I have refer- 
red. 

And when that Convention assembled at Bal- 
timore, my feelings and my conduct were still 
unchanged. After the disruption which took 
place there, my name, without any solicitation 
on my part, and against my expressed wishes, w as 
presented to the country for the office of Presi- 
dent by a Convention, and under circumstances 
which certainly deserved the most respectful con- 
sideration. No man could be vain 8110 Ugh to an- 
ticipate that his name would be placed before the 
country; but having heard that such a thing was 
possible, I constantly said that "I did not desire 
to be presented to the American people, but was 
content and more than content with the honors 
which have been heaped u|x>n mc by my State 
and country." And I looked forward with pleas- 
ure to the prospect of serving Kentucky in the 
Senate of the United Statesforthe next ail years. 
[Cries of good.] My name, however, was present- 
ed, and I felt that 1 could not refuse to accept the 
nomination under the circumstances, without 
abandoning vital principles and betraying my 
friends. [Applause.] 

It is said that I was not regularly nominated, 
and that an eminent citizen of Illinois was regu- 
larly nominated for the Presidency. But this is 
a question which I have not time to discuss to-day, 
and it lias already been thoroughly exhausted be- 
fore the people. 

I refer you to the able letter of your delegates 
from this Congressional district; I refer you to 
the masterly and exhaustive speech recently de- 
livered by my noble friend in whose grounds we are 
met. I can only say that the Convention which 
assembled at Fourth Street Theater, at Balti- 
more, in my judgment, was devoid not only of 
the spirit of justice, but even of the forms of 
regularity. [Cheers ] The gentleman whom it 
nominated, never received the vote required by 
the rules of the Democratic organization. Whole 
States were excluded and disfranchised in that 
Convention; not to speak of individuals. The 
most flagrant acts of injustice were perpetrated, 
for the purpose of forcing upon the Democratic 
organization a particular individual as the repre- 
sentative of a pernicious doctrine, which 1 shall 
be able to show is repugnant alike to reason and 
the Constitution- Owing to the gross outrage of 
proceedings, a decided majority of the delegates 
from your own State withdrew from that Conven- 
tion, declaring that it was not a National Con- 
vention of the real Democratic organization. 
Nearly the entire delegations from fifteen South- 
ern States and the entire delegations from Cali- 
fornia and Oregon, and the large and imposing 
minorities from other States of the Union, mak- 
ing in whole or in part delegations from almost 
two-thirds of the States of the Confederacy, de- 
nounced and separated themselves from that ill- 
starred body. The result furnishes a striking 
warning that the arts of political management 
are not alw ays perfect substitutes for truth and 
justice. 

But after all, the great question is, what are 
the principles which ought to commend them- 
selves to the American people, at issue in this 
canvass. 

But, before I proceed further, I will group to- 
gether and answer a number of personal aeensa- 
tions, some of which had their origin in the State 
of Kentucky, and others elsewhere, by which, 
through me, it is attempted to strike down the 
organization with which I am connected. It be- 
gets in me almost a feeling of humiliation to an- 
swer some of them; but as I have imposed anon 
myself the task, 1 will go through them all as 
briefly as I can. [Cheers] [Voice — Go on, John.] 

I believe it has been published in almost every 
southern newspaper of the Opposition party, 
that I signed a petition for the pardon of John 
Brown, the Harper's Ferry murderer and traitor. 
This is wholly untrue. So much for that. [Cries 
of good.] 

It has been extensively charged and circulated, 
that I was in favor of the election of Gen. Tay- 
lor to the Presidency, and opposed to the elec- 
tion of Cass and Butler. This, also, is wholly | 
untrue. [Cheers.] 

In the year 1847 there was a meeting in the 
city of Lexington, in which I participated, by 
which Gen. Taylor was recommended for the 
Presidency of the United States. A difference of 

■pinion existed at that time as to the political 

Stitiiueuts of that distinguished gentleman. 1 



if every man had done as well as myself, we 
would 'have carried the State by forty th iiisind 
majority. [Applause.] Among t hose gentlemen, 
I remember the names of mv friends Thomas S. 
Redd, Nelson Dudley, George P. Jouett, and 
others — who will doubtless recollect those facts, 
if anything were necessary beyond my word. [A 
voice — •None, nothing more needed here."] 

Another charge, acti\el- circulated throughout 
the Southern States, asserts that 1 was an Emaii- 
cipatioiii-t in 1849. or at least voted for an 
Emancipaiionist. Gentlemen, in connection with 
this accusation, I feel it my duty to call your at- 
tention o a paper which I recived last evening 
from one of the Soii'heni States — called the 
Tuskeg-e (Alabama) Republican, and which con- 
tains a tetter written by one of our own citizens, 
in rcl'er»ncc to my public position, and even in 
regard 1 ,) my private affairs. It was written by 
Hon. George Robertson, to a Mr, Alexander of 
Alabama, and is dated August 2:id, 1860. I 
quote so much of it as I desire to comment upon: 

".I. C. Mrcekinridge has not been counted her • an 
emancipationist, however much he may have been 
s n spOs t eAby some for sympathy with his uncle, the 
Hev. Ki.be.rt J. Breckinridge. He does not keep 
house. iiniLnwus n: slaves, unless he retains two that 
came by bfj wife. I know ntithihgof the investment 
iiillhio en [earning which you inquire. Hal v..- ill 
know here that he was committed to squatter sover- 
eignly ever since his nomination in 1850, untjjl find- 
ing thai Douglas would overwhelm him in th ■ N >r:h, 
he changed his croed. and in bis Frankfort speeon 
last January, turned Southerner and advocated pro- 
tection by Congressional intervention." 

As to the part of that letter relating to my per- 
sonal affairs, 1 have to say that I do not envy the 
taste or character of a gentleman who would be 
engaged in writing letters through the Union 
touching the private business of his neighbors 
Whilst he is incorrect in some of these statements, 
I will not merit the contempt of this audience 
by entering into details in regard to my private 
uifairs. [A voice — That is manly.] 

That part of the letter which relates to Squat- 
ter Sovereignty will be disposed of in answering 
the accusations of other men; but I am now on 
the question of emancipation. Observe the word- 
ing of the sentence: "John C. Breckinridge has 
not been counted here an emancipationist, how- 
ever much he may have been suspected by some 
for sympathy with his uncle, Rev. Robert J. 
Breckinridge?" 

Now, if there is an individual here, among the 
thousands within the sound of my voice, who ti - 
er heard or knew of my sympathizing with the 
doctrines advanced by Rev. R. J. Breckinridge, 
let him now speik, or forever hold his peace. 
[Cheers.] And when lion. George Robertson w ill 
produce one respectable man, in or out of the 
county of Fayette, who will say he believed or 
suspected that I was an emancipationist, I will 
even confess that it was proper to write that let- 
ter. [Cheers.] If the gentleman means that 
there h is alw ays existed between Rev. Mr. Breck- 
inridge and my. ell those relation, of cordiality, 
respect, and alfecliou, which are natural and prop- 
er, the insinuation is true. But that is not the 
purpose of the letter. It is in connection with the 
subject of emancipation that he was speajkiijg, and 
he would convey the impression that 1 had been 
suspected of sympathy with my uncle upon that 
subject. That is the meaning of that letter. 
Judge Robertson, when called upon in regard to 
the authenticity of the letter, replied that it was 
genuine, but that it was a "confidential letter." 
[A voice — Confidential to be published.] 1 dou't 
think that mends the case much. It would have been 
even better to write it for the public, than as a 
confidential letter. Don't you think so? [A 
voice — Yes.] 

But I have other things to consume my time to- 
day thau su-b ••confidential" letters as thai. — 
[Laughter ] I come to the fact. The only time 
that the question of em incipatioo has been rais- 
ed in Kentucky in my day, was in 1849. when we 
were electing delegates to the convention to form 
a new Constitution. Then Dr. Breckinridge and 
Mr. Siiy were em tncipatton candid ites. 1, as a 
candidate for the Legislature, canvassed the coun- 
ty to the best of my ability in opposition to emau 
cipation, believing the interests of both races in 
the Commonwealth would be i romoted by the 
continuance of their present relations, and on that 
issue, xs you know, I was elected. At the pods 
Dr. Breckinridge voted against me, and I voted 
against him, [cheers.] because we were KprOMQt 
ing opposite principles; and just so would it be 
again under similar circumstances. So much for 
that charge. 

I have seen pamphlets published and circulated 
all over the Union, for the purpose of proving 
that I was a Know -Nothing in the year l8.)5, in 
the State 01 Kentucky. [Laughter.] I have no 
doubt that a very considerable proportion of those 
listening to me were members of that order; and 
if there is a in m among you w ho belonged to the 
order, who ever saw mc in one of your lodges, or 
who does not know that I was recognized from 
the beginning as one of the most uncompromising 
opponents, let him be good enough to say so now . 
[A voice — He aiu't here.] Whv, gentlemen, 1 be- 
lieve I was one of the first in Congress who took 
position against the organization; and when 1 re- 
lumed home to the State of Kentucky, in the 
spring of itt;">5, finding it was making great pro- 
gress in the Commonwealth, although 1 had with- 
drawn frum public life to attend to my private af- 
fairs, I opposed it in repeated speeches all over 
this part of the State. [Cheers.] This state- 
ment may not be very acceptable to some gen- 
tlemen within the sound of my voice; but I do 
not want to deceive any man. I stand upon my 
principles, and am willing to avow them without 
the slighest regard to consequi uces. [Applau-e.] 
Gentlemen, 1 am represented to this day as 
having declared that I would make a political dis- 
crimination between one of my own religious be- 
lief and another, and between a native and natu- 
ralized citizen. I never uttered such a sentiment. 
[Loud cheers.] 

The underlying principle w ith me was this, that 
the condition of citizenship being once obtained, 
no question either of birth or religion should be 
allowed to mingle with political consideration. 
[Applause.] I deem it only necessary to make 
these statements here succinctly and pass on, be- 
cause I am speaking to assembled thousands who 
know the injustice of the charges. 

But, fellow-citizens, to come to more extended 
topics. It has been asserted that I, and the po- 
litical organization with which I am connected, 
have abandoned the ground on which we stood, 
in regard to the Tetriiorial question in 1854 and 
185fi; that we then occupied a position which is 
now occupied by Mr. Douglas and his friends. I 
denv it; audi shall now proceed to disprove it,

Here, in the space of twelve lines, yon have 
the words "non-intervention," "Squatter Sover- 
eign:;. ," and "Popular Sovereignty," all evidently 
intended to convey the same meaning. These 
terms are not synonymous, and this loose mode of 
employing language is well adapted to beget con- 
fusion. I held the doctrine of non-intervention 
as it was originally understood, ami ingrafted 
witii the legislation of the country. [Cheers.] 
It was non-intervention in respect t slavery by 
CongreSBj nnti by its creature, the Territorial IjtQ- 
islalure, leaving it to the people w hen they should 
form a Constitution and become a State, to exer- 
cise the sovereign power of defining property and 
admitting or excluding slave or other property. 
This was the non-intervention of lfeoll — this was 
the non-intervention of Henry Clay, as I may 
show presently in another connection. 



1857, the editor of tin- Kentucky Statesman, a 
journal published in Lexington, in alluding to 
this charge, made the following statement, to 
which I beg leave to refer you. Remember, this 
was before the Presidential election of 1856:

Oth- 
ers, and among them Mr Douglas, held that a 
Territorial Legislature might exclude slave prop- 
er'y. It was a Constitutional question, and thev 
agreed not to make it a subject of legislative 
dispute; but to provide a mode in the bill by 
which the question might be promptly referred to 
the Supreme Court of the United States for de- 
cision, and all parties were to abide by the de 



next, the loatimnj oi the editor of the Kentucky 
State-man, who is a gentleman of unquestionable 
intelligence and horn r; next, the statement of 
OeneraJ Miles, who heard my speech at Tip 
poe m . i — lid, finally, my letter to him written 
prior to the Presidential election of lr)5l) — all 
these proofs being consistent w ith each other, and 
as 1 solemnly affirm, consistent also w ith my uni- 
form opinions.

bill," and by a portion of its Northern supporters. 
These were our opinions; and they were uttered 
on all proper occasions ; but we did not attempt 
to force o hers to accept them. We had agreed 
to refer the question to the highest judicial tribu- 
nal in the Union. [Cheers-] 

Go to the records of Congress; read the debates 
of ihat period. They will dispel the clouds and 
darkness W illi which a multitude of words has ob- 
scured this subject. No historical fact is more 
certain than that ilic South insisted on the repeal 
of the Missouri line to open the Territories to 
common colonization from all the States, and that 
when met with the dogma of territorial power 
to exclude her, confident iu the constitutional 
strength of her position, she offered to test it by 
the opinion of the Sup-erne Court, and that offer 
was solemnly cceptea, and the agreement placed 
on the records of the country.

For this 
purpose, whiUt ordinarily an appeal Cannot be 
taken from a Territorial court to the Supreme 
Court • f the United States, unless the matter in 
controversy amounts to a thousand dollars, a clause 
was inserted in tlie Kansas bill, providing that in 
any case involving ihe title to a slave, an appeal 
might be taken to the Supreme Court without any 
regard to the value of the amount in contro 
vei-sy. 

Now, during the period between the passage of 
that bill and ihe decision of the Supreme Court, 
all persous on each side entertained their own 
opinions. We, in the South, held that the Terri- 
torial Legislature did not possess the power. Mr. 
Douglas and his friend) held that the Territorial 
Legislature did possess the power. But on these 
points all were agreed — 1st, that the action of the 
Territor al Legislature must be "subject to the 
Constitution of the United States ;" 2d, that the 
limitations imposed by the Constitution should be 
determined by the Supreme Court; and 3d, that 
all should acquiesce in the dectsiou when render- 
ed. [Cheers.] 

I think lilts is a plain and true statement, and 
for the purpose of snowing you that was the view 
taken by the Southern friends of the measure in 
Congress, and certainly the view taken by myself, 
I proceed to read two or three extracts from a 
speech delivered by me in the House of Repre- 
sentatives) in lf54, before the bill passed Con- 
gress: 

"We demand that all the citizens of the United 
Slates be allowed to enter the common territory, 
with the Constitution alone iu their hands. If that 
Instrument protects the title of the muster to his 
slave in this eomiuon territoty. you cannot complain; 
and if it does not protect his title, we ask no help 
from Cm gress; and ihe relation.-- of the Constitution 
to the sulijcet we are willing lo have decided by the 
courts of the United States." 

Again: 



'56, I turn upon my ccuser and undertake to 
show, that lie himself ibandoncd the agreement 
he solemnly made at he time the Kansas-Ne- 
braska bid passed ihe Congress of the United 
States; [great applause;] and I do not make my- 
self a w itness against him to do it. I will prove 
it by himself. [Voice — "Good, good," and ap- 
plause.] 

In a debate in the Senate of the United States, 
on the 3d of July, 1866, upon a bill to authorize 
the people of Kansas to form a constitution and 
State government, preparatory to admission into 
the Union as a State, when a question arose as to 
the true meaning of the Kansas-Nebraska bill, 
and the limitation on the power of the territorial 
government. Mr. Trumbull offered the following 
amendment, as an additional section to the bill: 

That the provision 
in Ihe a. -i lo organize t':o Territories of Nebraska 
and Kansas, which declares it to be the irue intent 
and meaning of said act. 'not to legislate slavery

Now bear with me while 1 read a very little 
from the opinion of the Supreme court of the 
United States, in the Dred Scott case, rendered 
in the spring of tK>7, and tiiree years after the 
passage of the Kan«ns bill. 

My friends, oceans of jnk have been shed, 
and thousands of Speeches have been made; all 
the catch-words of demagogues, and all possible ! 
forms of starting the question have been resorted , 
to; eloquent appeals to the passions and preju- ; 
dices of the people have been made in the dis- i 
cussion of this issue. Let us for a moment turn 
aside from this hot, seething, boiling caldron of 
partisan and demagogue warfare, to the calm, 
enlightened, judicial utterai ceof the most august 
tribunal on earth. [Repented applause.] This 
opinion was concurred iu bj 
cept two, and was delivered 
Chief Justice of the United States. In speaking 
of the organization of territory, the Court says: 

"llutaswchavobcforcsaid.it was acquired by 
the tfeneral Government, as the representative nnd 
trustee of tho people of the I iiited Slates, and it 
must therefore be held in that character for their 
oonunou and equal benefit; fur it was the people of 
the several Stales acting through their agent and 
representative, the General Government, w ho in fact 
acquired tho territory in question; and the govern- 
ment holds it for thoir common use, until it shall he 
associated with the other States as a member of the 
Union." 

No cant, no demagogueism, no trash there, but 
a simple, clear, lucid, dispassionate exposition of 
a Constitutional truth. The Court proceed to 
say that until the time arrives when the territory 
is organized as a State, some kind of govern- 
ment is necessary; but as to the power of Con- 
gress, and in this connection they say: 

" Hut tlie power of Congress over the person or 
property of a citizon can never be a mere discretion- 
ary power under our Constitution and form of gov- 
ernment. The powers of tho government and the 
right* and privileges of the citizen arc regulated and 
plainly defined by the Constitution itsell. * * * 
It cannot, when it enters a territory of tho United 
States, put off its character and assume discretion- 
ary or despotic power, which the Constitution has 
denied to it. 

" The territory being a part of the United States, 
the government and tha citizen both enter it under 
the authority of the Constitution, with their re- 
spective rights defined and marked out, and the Fed- 
eral Government can exercise no power over bis 
person or property beyond what that instrument 
confers, nor lawfully deny any light which it has re- 
served. 

Then proceeding with Judicial exactitude: 

" The rights of private property have been guard- 
ed with equal ear-. Thus i!o rights of properly are 
united with the rights of person, and placed on ih • 
same ground, by the fifth amendment to the Consti- 
tion, which provides thai nop 'rson shall bedeprived 
of life, liberty, and propery, without due process 
of law. Andanact of Cong! iss which deprives a 
citizen of the I'nited States of his liberty or prop- 
erty, merely because he came himself, or brought 
his property into a particular .erritory of tho failed 
States, and who committed no offense again. t the 
laws, could hardly ho dignified wilh tho name of 
due process of law. 

" The powers over person and Property of which 
we speak, are not only not granted to Congress, hut 
are in express terms denied, and tliej are forbidden 
to exercise them. 

"And if Congress itself cannot do this — if it is 
beyond the power conferred oatho Federal Govern- 
ment — it will be admitted, wo pic.rume, that it could 
not authorized a territorial government to exercise 
ibein. It could confer no power on uny local gov- 
ernment established by its authority, to violate tho 
provisions of the Constitution." 

Again: 

" It seem", however, to be supposed that there is a 
difference between property n a slave and other 
properly, and that different rules may be applied to 
it iu expounding the Const! ation of the united 
States. And the lows and usages of nations, and 
the writings of eminent jurists upon the relation of 
master and slave, j.id their mutual rights and du- 
ties, and the powers which government may exer- 
cise over it, bare been dwell u,>ou in the argument." 

But, after showing that no law of nations stands 
between the people of the United Stales and 
their Government — that the powers of the gov- 
ernment and the rights of the citizcu u. der it 
arc positive, and practical regulations plainly 
written down — ami that no usages of other na- 
tions, or reasoning of their jurists upon the re- 
lations of master and slave can enlarge the pow- 
ers of this Government, or take from the citizens 
the rights they have resen c 1, they say: 

"And if the Constitution recognises the right of 
properly of the master in a slave, and makes no dis- 
tinction between ihat aesoription of property and 
other property own-d by n ci': en, no tribunal act- 
ing under the authority of tit* United States, whe- 
ther it be legislative, ex-oitive or judicial, has a 
right to draw such a distinction, or deny to it tho 
benefit of the provisiens provided for the protection 
of private, property against the encroachments of the 
government. , , ., . 

"Now, as we have already said in an earlier part 
of this opinion, upon a different point, tho right of 
property in a slave is distinctly and expressly af- 
firmed in the Constitution. 

"And no word can be fouad in the Constitution 
which gives Cmigr'ss a greater power over slave 
properly, or which entitles property of that kind to 
less protection than property of any other descrip- 
tion. The only power conferred isthcpowercouplcd 
with the duty of guard". k and protecting the owner 
in his rights."

That question we agreed, in the Kansas bill, to 
ill the judges, ex- i fcfer to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
by the illustrious i Tim' question was decided, as I have just shown 
you, by the court the year before tins speech was 
made by Mr. Douglas, in which discussion they 
say neither Congress nor the Territorial Legisla- 
ture has power to exclude ; but their only right 
and duty are to guard and protect. I have shown 
you that Mr. Douglas agreed to submit the ques- 
tion to that Court, and to abide by its decision. 

I quote Mr. Douglas ngain concerning what ho 
calls the "abstract question" of the Constitution- 
al right of Southern citizens to hold and enjoy 
their property in the Territories. The questions 
may be called "abstract," but it is one involving 
the equably of the States of this Union and the 
vised rights of nearly half of the confederacy.

"It matters not," says Mr. Douglas, "what way tho 
Supreme Court may hereafter decide as to the ab-

These arc not the doctrines of | 
the Kentucky Opposition, or at least they were 
not last year. These are not the doctrines of the 
Constitution itself. These are sectional doctrines; 
[cheers] these are not the doctrines that make 
for the peace and harmony of the Union of the 
States. [Cheers.] And forsooth because we will 
not take them and abandon the whole practice of 
the Government and the decision of the Supreme 
Court; because we will not bow down to a doc- 
trine that deprives us of our rights — ivc are bolt- 
ers, demagogues, secessionists, disunionists! — 
[Continued applause.] The distinguished Sena- 
tor of Illinois said at Norfolk we area "faction 
und must he de.-troyed." When we are destroy- 
ed, they will have struck their daggers through 
and through the Constitution of their country. 
[Immense applause.] 

Just here, my friends. I want to say a word 
about the doctrine of non-intervention which is 
adroitly mixed up with the phrases "popular sover- 
eignty" and "squatter sovereignty,," w ith a view 
to confuse the people. 

The names of Clay, Webster, and other 
eminent statesmen, have beeen invoked to sus- 
tain this doctrine of Territorial power, and the 
compromises of 18.">0 have been invoked for 
the same purpose. 1 as-ert that from 1848 dow n 
to the period when this false doctrine, repugnant 
alike to the Constitution and reason, was thrust 
upon the country, no respectable political party 
held the opinion" that a territorial legislature had 
the right to define or exclude property, pending 
the territorial condition. When did Clay ever 
hold such doctrines ? When were such doctrines 
ever embodied in the compromise measures of 
ltlort ? The legislation of that period shows that 
non-intervention was meant to apply equally to 
Congress and tn thi I' rrilurial yon riimt tit. 

The statesmen of that day looked to the period 
when they should come into the Union as a State, 
as the lime when the Territorial authorities might 
net on the subject of property, and hold or ex- 
clude tiie slave property of the South. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Time will not allow me to do much more than 
state the.-e propositions, but I will read short ex 
tracts from the celebrated report made by the 
Committee of Thirteen, fof which Mr. Clay was 
chairman,} which ssssjltajd in the Compromise 
Measures of 1 *.">». It is calm, lucid, has no cl ip 
trap phrases, and in its tone is like the clear and 
elevated language of the Supreme Court: 

"It is high time that the woan-1- whi.-li it has in- 
flicted should ba healed up and filossd'i and that to 
avoid in all future time the agitation which must ' 
produced by the coufli.-t of opinion on the slavery 
question — existing as this iustuiitioiuh.es in sumo of 
too States, and prohibited as it is in others, the true 
principle which ought to regulate the aatfon ot 
Congress in foriniiigTerritorial gnvurninentsloreael 
newly acquired domain, is to refrain from all legis- 
lation on the subject- -in the Territory acquired, s< 
longasit retains the Territorial form of gi vernuient, 
leaving it to the people of such Territory when they 
have attained to a condition which entitles them to 
RdthitsioO as a Stale, to deride for themselves the 
question of the allowance or prohibition of domes- 
tic slavery.*' [Applause — A voice,"Thal is truedoc- 
trinc." 

That, gentlemen, was non-intervention in 1P50. 
It was no interference to exclude by Congress, or 
the Territorial Legislature, but to leave the ques- 
tion to be decided by the people, when they come 
to form their State Constitution. It is as much 
a violation of the doctrine of non-intervention 
for a Territorial Legislature, under Mr. Douglas' 
bran new theory, to exclude slave property, as it 
would be for Congress to introduce it by positive 
law. 

Here is the opinion of Webster, uttered about 
the same time, iu the Senate, upon this question 
of Territorial power: 

"Wo have alwaysgono upon the ground that the*. 
Territorial governments were in a state of pupilage. 
Under the protection ,,r patronage of the general 
government. The Territorial Legislature has a con- 
stitution preseribed by Congress. They have no 
powet not given by that Congress. They must net 
within the limits of the constitution granted them 
by Congress, or else their acts become void. Tin- 
people under the Territorial government arc not n 
sovereignty; they do not constitute a sovereignty, 
uud do not possess any of the rights jnculcnt to sov- 
ereignty. They are if you so please to denomi- 
nate it. in a state of inchoate government and so* - 
ereignty. If we well OOttsider this question upon tht 
ground of our praelieeduring the last half century. 
1 think we will find one way of disposing of it. 1. 
is our du'y to provide for the people of the Territory 
u go\ eminent to keep the peace, to teOMn tht irprop- 
rriu. t.. a--ign to then a subordinate legislative au- 
thority, to sss tAftf the protection of ts.tr nersoni 
and Me *» airily of t/tetr propt ftp are oil TegulaHp 
provided for.atitt to maintttin them in thai ttafi 
unfit thrphroto into mtflirient iotpo Monce, in point 
of population. to be QO M t H od into tht I nion tin ft 
Stat- upon trie name /outing Kith the original 
Stntet." 

Do you suppose that Daniel Webster, after tin- 
opinion of the Supreme Court which I have read 
to you, would have considered it becoming in him 
as tin American statesman, to point out some con- 
trivance or device by w hich the Territorial Legis- 
lature could violate the constitutional rights ot 
the States. Not he! Nor would Mr. Clay, nor 
any of the great and good men who illustrated 
the earlie.- days of your history. [Cheers.] 

Why, how is it with these Territorial govern- 
ments? I'roni the beginning they have been 
regarded sis subordinate and temporary, with- 
out any attribute of sovereignty. Their judges, 
and Governors, and most of the other offi- 
cers, are appointed by the President and Sen- 
ate and paid out of the public treasury; and even 
the daily expenses of the Legislature which they 
invoke to exclude your property from the Terri- 
tories, are paid out of the treasury from money to 
which that very property contributes by taxation! 
[Applause.] The practice of the government 
never has warranted this new doctrine. Take 
an illustration which has always seemed to me to 
be conclusive. The theory is, that in the com- 
mon domain of the United States, the States und 
their citizens are on a footing of equality and en- 
titled to the protection of their persons and prop- 
erty. This sounds like a national and constitu- 
tional doctrine. Now suppose that a vessel were 
going out of the port of Norfolk for another port, 
laden with freight, and having on board also a 
number of slaves. It is said that properly in 
slaves under our system is local, and oanoot get 
bevond State limits without special legislation. 
This ship gets beyond one league from shore, and 
is in the open sea, beyond the limits of any Stats. 
Can a British cruiser come up ami take these 
slaves from the deck of the vessel and say they 
are free, because slavery is local and they are not 
within the limits of any State! No. What, 
then, protects them? Nothing but the deck of 
an American ship and the flag of the United 
States. The property Is upon the common do- 
main of the Union, aiid the Hag of America pro- 
tects it; and if it does it on the deck of a ship, it 
does it in the Territories, which are likewise the 
common domain of the Union. [Loud applause.] 
One other word on this general subject. I see 
in a speech made by the Senator from Illinois, in 
Petersburg, Va., he uses the following language 
to the people of that State: 

"You have the same right, under the Constitution, 
to go and carry yuur property into the Territories 
that I have mine. You have the some right to carry 
vour slaves, or your cattle, or your horses, that I 
have to carry any property that 1 possess. When 
you get there, you and I stand on a looting of exact 
equality under the law. \ on bring your property 
with you subject to the local law, and I bring mine 
with me subject to the same local law." 

Observe, he savs vou have the same right, 
miller the CbWBtetiwt, to go aud caity your 



property into the Territory that he has to carry 
his; and I have shown that he declared pre- 
viously in the Senate that if the Constitution car- 
lied it there, no power on earth could take it 
away. Now. he says when you get there, it is 
subject to a local law, made by subordinate leg- 
islative authority, and the sum of it is that the 
moment it gets there, under the Constitution, 
they ca-i drive it out against the Constitution. 
[Laughter a**d applause.] Gentlemen, what is 
this but the assertion of wholly inconsistent posi- 
tions? What is it but trilling with the intelli- 
gence of the people? 

Again, says that distinguished gentleman, in 
the same speech: 

"Congress never yet passed a law for the protec- 
tion of any man's oroperty in a Territory. Every 
man who goes to a Territory wiih his wife, bis 
children, his servants, and his property, is subject to 
the local law, aud relics upon local law for his pro- 
tection." 

Let us sec if that is so. Congress has done it 
in many instances. I happened to meet, the other 
day, with a striking case, ill which it did so. In ] 
1834, when great statesmen were in the Senate j 
and the House, and Jackson was President of the 
United States, the territory of Florida undertook 
to lay a tax on the slaves of non-residents higher i 
than on the slaves of residents. The non-resi- 
dents of Virginia and other States appealed to 
Congress to oblige the Territorial Legislature to 
refrain from discriminating agaiust their property. 
The committee of Congress say they "think that 
Congress should always protect the property of citi- 
zens of the United Suites when subjected to the 
operations of unjust legislation by territorial 
governments;" and they reported a bill enacting 
that all such acts as those complained of should , 
be "null and void," and further, that an attempt I 
bv anv one to enforce said acts, passed by the Leg- j 
is'lative Council of the Territory of Florida, should > 
be punished by fine and imprisonment. The bill 
passed Congress, and was approved by President 
Jackson. Now would it not be an iusult to your 
understandings to say that this was not an inter- 
ference by Congress to protect property against 
the encroachments of the Territorial Legislature? 
Yet Mr. Douglas says that Congress "never yet 
passed a law lor the protection of any man's prop- 
erty in a territory;" but that "he must always 
rely on the local iaw." Of course I do not doubt 
that he believes the statement; but 1 relieve his 
truth and integrity at the expense of his informa- 
tion. [Laughter. A voice, "I wouldn't care to 
be so relieved."] 

Fellow-citizens, the principles I have tried fee- 
bly to vindicate here, are the principles upon 
which the Constitutional Democracy stand to- 
day; and they are the only principles upon which 
any human being will pretend to charge them 
with purposesof disunion If they are the princi- 
ples of the Constitution and the Union, then we 
are Constitutional and Union men. [Cries of 
"that's so. I And yet, for two or three months 
back, you have heard loud and incessant clamor 
that 1, and those with whom I am connected, 
are a disunion organization, who seek to break | 
up this Confederacy of Slates. My Iriends, I | 
hardly know, so far as it is a personal charge ! 
against myself, bow to answer it. [A voice, "Tell 
them it's a lie.' ] 

• The whole stock in trade of many anonymous 
writers and wandering orators all over the coun- 
try, is "disunion" — "disunion." — "This man and 
his party attempt to break up the Union of the 
Sio 1 1 You may appeal to them by reason in 
vain. You say, these are the principles of the 
Constitution, as determined by the practice of 
the Government The answer is — "disunion." 
You may say they arc the principles of the Con- 
stitution as determined by the highest Judicial 
tribunal of the land. The answer is — "disunion!" 
You may say, "we are asserting principles thus 
sanctioned, by means of reason and the ballot- 
box, aud under the Constitution;" and still, the 
large number of young gentlemen who are en- 
gaged in enlightening the people upon the Con- 
stitution of the country by the ringing of bells, 
with tongues as long and hcaus as emptv as the 
bells they ring, shout — "disunion." [Prolong- 
ed laughter and cheers.] 

From sources yet more eminent comes the ac- 
cusation, that I and i lie political organization with 
which lam connected, are laboring forthc dis- 
ruption of the Confederacy. I do not reply now 
to what Mr. Douglas says all over New England, 
iu Virginia, and wherever he goes, because it 
may be quite natural for a gentleman who feels 
as profound a personal interest as hedoes in pend- 
ing questions, to think that any man who opposes 
him must be a disunionist. [Cheers and laugh- 
ter.] Indeed, by his declaration we must be all 
disunionists in Kentucky; for he declares that 
those who assert that the Territorial Legislature 
has no power to exclude slave property, and that 
Congress should interfere for its protection w hen 
necessary, are ill effect disunionists; and that is 
what the whole Legislature and all the people of 
Kentucky said last year. [Applause.] 

Fellow -citizens, even in our own State, where 
I certainly thought my character and antecedents 
were known, one of the oldest and most eminent 
of our public men h is not indeed said that 1 am 
a diBunioniat, but Intimated that if I am not one 
myself I am connected with an organization whose 
bone and body is disunion. 1 refer to Mr. Crit- 
tendi n, and lo a speech recently made by hi in at 
Louisville. 

Gentlemen, I have known and admired Mr. 
Crittenden since I was a boy. He also has known 
me; towards him and his I have ever cherished, 
and expect to cherish, relations of the most res- 
pectful and cordial e-teem. There are reasons I 
do not care to allude to in public, w hich, even if 
I h id grounds for an opposite course, would pre 
vent any but the most perfect courtesy in reply. 
After speaking of Mr. Lincoln in terms fully as 
complimentary as his principles merit, and of Mr. 
Douglas in terms of warm eulogy, he comes to 
sjieak of his own fellow-citi/.eu iu the language 
following: 

"We uro now left only to comparo Mr. Hell with 
the thir.l candidate who stands in opposition — Mr. 
hVeekinrideje. And here again, as in respect to Mr. 
Douglas, no objection Is not to the eaadidato as an 
individual. 1 should hope that Mr.. Breekinridae 
was Do I a disunion man. [A voice — Vcs.heis.] He 
ought not to be. He belongs to a tribe of faithful, 
devoted Cnion .nien — the tribe of Kcutuckians. 
^Great applause.] lie must have been seduced iiwm 
from the path of his dutj.far from the path in which 
all the Impulses of his blood ought to carry bias, it he 
has beeomea disunionist. Hut .Mr. Breckinridge lias 
made himself the head of a party. He is purl and 
parcel of the present purpose of that parly; and.a- 
in the ease of Mr. Lincoln, we must j udge of his pub- 
tic course by the party that he consents to represent." 

Fellow-citizens, I thank my venerable and dis- 
tinguished friend for the lingering hope he yet 
entertains that I am not a disunionist. [Laughter 
and applause.] Like a humane lawyer, he gives 
me personally the benefit of a doubt, and lor this 
too 1 1 bank, him. [Renewed cheers.] As to nn 
connection with principles or a party which tends 
in that direction, I may speak of it presently. My 
object is now to relieve myself, personally, from 
the imputation of being a disunionist, and in this 
case I would greatly prefer to receive a strong 
and direct blow than to have it sound as it does, 
like the reluctant confession of a sorrowful friend. 
[Applause and laughter.] In passing, I may say 
in regard to the distinguished gentleman associa- 
ted with me as a candidate for the Vice Presidency, 
that his w hole life is a refutation of the charge 
made against him. Born in North Carolina, 
reared in Kentucky, long living in Indiana, more 
recently from fir oil' Oregon, he has been in all 
parts of his country, tried in all, honored iu all. 
He has served his country with high distinction 
iu peace and war, and bears on his person endur- 
ing memorials of his patriotism and courage. 
His last act of treason was to add another star to 
the galaxy of the Union. [Loud applause.] 

When a man is before the people for public 
trust, a great deal depends on his petsonal char- 
acter and antecedents. Much then depends on 
the fact whether I am a disunionist. (Cries of 
"You're not."] Born within sight of this spot 
where we are met, known to many of you for 
nearly 40 years- -your representative in the Leg- 
islature of Kentucky, in the Congress of the United 
States, and other stations of public trust, I invite 
any one to point to anything in my character or 
antecedents which would sanction such a charge 
or such an imputation. [Cheers.] I will not de- 
grade the dignity of my declaration on this sub- 
ject by epithets; but I proudly challenge the bit- 
terest enemy I may have on earth to point out an 
act, to disclose an utterance, to reveal a thought 
of mine hostile to the Constitution und union of 
the States. [Loud cheers. A voice — "Hecouldn't 
do it."] 

No, my friends, the man does not live, in or 
outof the Commonwealth of Kentucky, no mat- 
ter how exalted his station or character, who has 
power enough to connect my name successfully 
with luo slightest Uiut of disloyalty to the Gou- 



stitution and Union of my country. [Applause. 
A voice — "No, you'd die first."] 

But, fellow-citizens, if there be nothing in my 
character or antecedents to justify this accusa- 
tion, what is there in the principles upon which I 
stand? It is not pretended that these resolutions 
which relate to the acquisition of Cuba, the Pa- 
cific Railroad, the rights of naturalized citizens, 
iic, contain disunion sentiments. It must then 
be, if anywhere, in the resolutions as to property 
in territories, and its protection. I will read these 
two resolutions, and you can judge whether they 
accord with the Constitution, the decision of the 
Supreme Court, and the practice of the govern- 
ment as I have shown it to-day. 

1. Iteiotrrd, That the government of a Territory, 
organized by an act of Congress, is provisional and 
temporary, ami during its existence all citizens of 
the United Stutes have an equal right to settle with 
their property in the Territory without their rights 
of either person or properly being destroyed or im- 
paired by Congressional or Territorial legislation. 

i. Retiloed, That it is the duty of the Federal 
Government in all its departments to protect, when 
necessary, the rights of persons unci pn party in the 
Territories, and wherever else its constitutional au- 
thority extends. 

These are the principles we avow. Arc they 
Constitutional? Are they just? Arc they sec- 
tional? If they ate constitutional, they are not 

sectional, for the Constitution covers the whole i that which the Constitution says I shall have aud 



changed at the pleasure of Congress, and according 
to its discretion. Of course, there is no sovereignly 
or particle in the Territory: all is a mere delegation 
of power, aud is in subordination at all times t< 
tho Congress of the United Statos. I know of ni 
sovereignty iu this country, no supreme political 
power, except that originally vested in the people oi 
the rjnUed States. They arc the natural deposita- 
ries; they are the natural ewnersjuT everything likt 
supreme power or sovereignty. They nave, t-> f< rn. 
this Government, delegated a certain portion of that 
sovereignty to the Congress of the United States.— 
The whole, then, of this sovereignty, exists, as to 
that part not delegated, in the people. As to that 
part which they have delegated, that is in Congress ; 
and here is tho disposition of llie. whole sovereign 
supreme power of this country. None has been del- 
egated to any on? else. None, certainly has been 
delegated to the territorial governments." 

Further on in the same speech, Mr. Crittenden 
employs the following language: 

"As the Territorial government has no sovereign 
or independent right. to act on this subject, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, having determin- 
ed that every citizen of the United Stales may go 
into that Territory carrying his slaves with him. and 
holding them there, my opinion is, that the Consti- 
tution is lo protect that property which it has au- 
thorized to go there. Ot course, that is a logical 
conclusion, it seems to me it is unquestionable. 
To assert my right to go there, to carry my property 
there, and lo enjoy that property, and then lo say 
there is anybody strongeror mightier or more sover- 
eign than tne Constitution, that can take from tue 



Now, if it be true that I am not a disunionist, 
and if it be true that the political principles I ad- 
vocate are the principles of the Constitution, w ill 
it not be pretty difficult to fasten disunion on 
sound men, with constitutional principles .' [Cries 
of "That's so."J 

That, gentlemen, would seem to exhaust the 
subject. Sound Tien with Constitutional princi- 
ples, w hich are affirmed in llie mode recognized 



ai,d with them, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and 
California would make a majority, so that the 
defeat of Mr. Lincoln would be sure.

I have shown you that these princi- 
ples arc taken almost wonl for word from the 
opinion of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and we find they are supported by almost 
all (he precedents aud practice of the govern- 
ment. They are principles upon which we may 
well live ami by w hich we may well be w illing to 
die. [Cheers.] They are important; they are 
vital. They concern the rights of person and 
property. They cannot be abstract, they cannot 
be minute or unimportant, for they concern the 
honor and (Duality of the States! What his 
been the position of Kentucky upon that plat- 
form ? You remember the position taken by 
the candidates for Governor of this State 
last year! Both held that Territorial Legisla- 
tures have no power to exclude our property, 
and each contended that every department of 
Government must protect it when it became nee- 
(ssary. Mr. Joshua F. Hell, I believe, w ent a step 
further iu thinking the time had now arrived when 
it was necessary for the government to interpose. 
The Congressional conventions of both parties, 
with sc.rcely an exception, and their nominees For 
Congress, indorsed these principles. The Slate 
Democratic Convention on the 8th of January last 
adopted by an overwhelming vole the following 
resolution, which embraces precisely the same 
principles: 

I. Ketotrrd, That the Detno'-ratie pnrty in Ken- 
tucky believe that the Government of the United 
States holds the public domain iu trust for thebeno- 
fit of all the citizens of the respective States, and 
tlmt Congress possesses the power, and in the fa ; th- 
ful discharge of its trust is bound to exercise the 
power, when it shall be necessary, to protect the oil 
izena or inhabitants of any Territory iu the use am 
enjoyment of every species of property 
neither the Congress of the Cuitcd Stales nor any 
legislative agent of Congress can, by legislative en- 
actment, or by unfriendly legislation, deprive the 
owner of his property, or restrict or restrain him in 
the use of the same.

I have no doubt a great many gen- 
tlemen in the Southern Stales of the Union think 
that their constitutional rights will never be re- 
cognized. A few arc, perhaps, per se disunion- 
ists; though I doubt if there are fifty such in the 
Union, aside from the Abolitionists of the Cirri- 
son school. Undoubtedly, a number of gentle- 
men who were dissatisfied with the compromise 
measures of lead now prefer me for the Presi- i 
dency, and sustain me on this platform; and if I 
could descend to count noses, I doubt not there | 
are many more of the same character who sustain 
other gentlemen, upon platforms not so constitu- I 
tional and desirable as mine. [Cheers.] What 



It is said his friends claim Alissouri. I will 
not enter into particulars about that.

]>ort of these principles, the individual authority 
.of one of our most venerable statesmen. I want 

the authority of Mr. Crittenden himself. [Ap- 
plause] Gentlemen, whatever doubts he may 
have as to mtj fidelity to the Constitution anil the 
Union of these States, I do not hesitate lo say, 
(hat in my opinion that eminent gentleman is de- 
voted to the Union. I do not believe he would 
advocate principles which he believed were un- 
constitutional or calculated to destroy llie Union, 
nnd if I can have his sanction and indorsement 
for the principles I advocate, surely it will go a 
great way in proving that they arc constitutional, 
and the true Union principles. I hold iu my band 
the Journal of the United States Senate, for the 
month of .May last, when the following resolu- 
tion was adopted by an overwhelming vote: 

Hetolved, That the union of these Slates rests on 
(he equality of righls and privileges among its mem- 
bers! and that it is especially the duty of the Sen- 
ate, which repti 'cut- t'ne States, iu their sovereign 
capacity, to resist all attempts to discriminate cither 
iu relation to persons or property in the Territories, 
which are the common possessions of the I nited 
States, so as to give advantages to the citizens of 
one State which are not equally assured to those of 
every other Slate." 

Air. Crittenden's vote is on record, in the af- 
firmative, on that resolution. On the same day, 
the following resolution passed the Senate: 

" /fe»o/iW, That neither Congress nor a Tenito* 
rial I.egjsladire, whether by direct legislation, or 
legislation of an indirect or unfriendly eharac(er, 
possess power (o annul or impair (lie constitntienal 
right of any citizen of the 1 nited Stales to take his 
slave property into the cominou territories and there 
hold and enjoy the same while the territorial condi- 
tion remains " 

Air. Crittenden's vote is recorded in favor of 
this resolution. On the same day the following 
resolution also passed the Senate: 

"J{e.«t,lct rt, That if experience should at any lime 
prove tha( (he judicial and executive authority do 
not possess means to insure adequate protection to 
constitutional rights in a Territory, and if (hcj(crri- 
(orial government should fail or refuse to provide 
the necessary remedies for that purpose, it will be 
theduty of t'ongress to supply such deficiency, w ith- 
in (he HmftS of its constitutional powers." 

Air. Crittenden's name is recorded in favor of 
this resolution. 

Then I have the vote of my respected friend 
declaring that these questions are not minute or 
unimportant — that the Union of the Stales rests 
upou equality of rights among its members; that 
neither Congress nor a Territorial Legislature has 
the power to annul or impair the const! tutional 
right of any citizen of the United States to take 
his slave property into the common territories und 
there enjoy the same while the territorial con- 
dition remains; and that if such right be assailed 
by the Territorial Legislature, it becomes neces- 
sary for Congress to interfere to protect it; pre- 
cisely the principle upon which we stand to-day. 
[Cheers.]
